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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
01/07/2009 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed 01/07/2009 has been entered and made of record. Claims 
2, 5, 6, 23, and 24 have been cancelled. Claims 1, 3, 4, 7-22, 25, and 26 are pending. 

The amendment to claim 26 has overcome the 1 12 1 st paragraph rejection made 
in the Final office action (10/09/2008). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 , 3, 4, 7-22, 25, and 26 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Reference(s) 
Matsumoto et al. (6,473,088), Shigeta (2002/0089518 A1), Rasmussen (5,995,146), 
and Fukui et al. (2004/0051719 A1) are made of record as teaching displaying a 
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plurality of images from a plurality of sources onto one display device, where the display 
can be in full mode or multi-mode. However, none of the cited prior art teaches or 
suggests specifying a display mode and if the display mode is in full screen mode, not 
performing readjustment on images in other image generating apparatuses received 
later by the receiving unit but in the case of multi-mode, performing readjustment by 
prioritizing the images in the other image generating apparatuses received later by said 
receiving unit, as claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
